WILSON AND LANSING COMPLETE
NOTE TO ENGLAND—SEA
POLICY UNFRIENDLY,

CALL SHIP SEIZURE ILLEGAL

Peraistent Oppression of American
Commerce and Blockade of Neutral
Porta |8 Denounced in Latest Mes-
sage as Unjustified by World Law.

Washington, Sept, 20.—President
Wilson and Secretary of State Lans
sing conferred at length on Friday
on the completed note of this govern-
ment to Great Britain, and on the
phasea of the controversy with Ger-
many over the sinking of the Arable.

The points of the new note to Great
Britain, aa obtained from officials who
have had part in putting it into pres-
ent form, are;

That ns the United States has re-
peatedly and consistently denied spe-
cifically every one of the justifications
set up by Sir Edward Grey, the British
minister for foreign afMairs, and Lord
Crawe, his assistant, this government
cannot fall to regard the persistent op-
pression of American commerce as un-
friendly,

That Great Britain acted f{llegally
when she took cases of seizure and de-
tention out of the domal:: of diplomacy
ant made them merely matters for
the British prize courts,

That the argument by Great Britain
for such action is indefensible, becausa
It Is based on the order in council,
wulch is itself In {llegal pollcy,

That the establishment of a block-
ade under the order in council which
pretends to Include neutral ports, ia
oot justified by international law on
the mere suspleion that neutral ports
may be made the basis for unneutral
Rets.

That the contention of Great Britala
that cargoes may bo selgzed and dee
lained on suspicion alone, without any
assertion of reasonable proof, 18 abso. |
lutely untenable under any form of
recognized law of natlons,

That the United States has hereto |
fore given Great Britain notice that
would not toleratc acts such as in the
packers' ecase, which were based on

the illegal withdrr wal of questions ol
selzure and detentlon from the cate
gory of diplomatic questions. Thae
United States has In fact flled its
caveat, putting Great Britain on no |
tice.

It is stated that there is In the nots
no suggestion of an ultimatum or a d»
mand for a definite answer from
Great Britain within any specified
time.

BRITISH SEIZE MEAT

FOUR CARGOES, WORTH MILLIONS
OF DOLLARS, CONDEMNED.

Products Owned by Amearican Packers
Are Declared Forfeited to the
Crown by Tribunal.

London, Sept. 18.—Chlcago packers
wore dofoated In the British prize court
when that tribunal handed down a de
clslon on Thursday conflaeating to the
crown large American cargoes taken
from merchantmen. The prize court
held that thess cargoos were ultimate
Iy destined for Germany, to be used by
that country for her army and npavy.
The firms whose contentions were
overruled by the coust were Armolr
& Co, Swift & Co., Nelson Morris &
Co. and the Schwartzachild-Sulesberger

company.

At the conclusion of ita decision the
court granted leave to appeal, provid-

d $26,000 security was posted as se-
curity for the costs of further pro-
ceedings.

The judgment was delivered by Sir
Samuel T, Evans, president of the
court. It involves the cargoes of the
Norweglan steamships Kim, Alfred
Nobel, Bjornstjerne-Bjornson and ¥Frid-
land.

All the goods on thepe vessels, con-
gisting principally of American meat
products, are conflscated, with the ex-
ception of a small portion which the
court releaged to claimunts.

The meat cargoes, shipped for the
most part by the great American pack-
ing companies and valued by them at
$16.000,000, were found by the presl
dent to be destined, except for some
small items, not for consumption In
Denmark, but for delivery in Germany.

TERRIFIC BATTLE IS FOUGHT.

Field Marshal Von Hindenburg Now |
Controls Route to Petrograd and |
Moscow—Czar Loses Important Rall
Lines—Defenders Are Routed.

Berlin, Sept. 21.—Viina, tho great
rallroad and Industrial conter of north |
western Rusaja, has failen belore the
German drive, which has tnken 156
great clttes and fortresses since the
capture of Warsaw, capital ol Poland.

The goal upon which the eyes of
General von Hindenburg and all Ger
many bas been set since Warsaw was
entored, was captured Sunday by the
forces of General von Elchhorn,
which have been fighting stubbornly
castward since their capture of
Kovno three woeeks ago. The most
dosperate Russian resistance encoun-
tered in the entire German offensive
has been crushed, and Germany now
holds the key to the vitsl rallrond sys-
tem of Russia.

The coveted lateral railway from
Rovno fn the south to Riga in the
north, with lines oxtending from
Vilna to Petrograd, Moscow, Odessa
and through the very heart of Rus
sla is pow controlled by German
forces,

The capture of Vilna, a town of 170,
000 population, and one of the manu-
facturing centers of Russia, I8 the sev-
enteenth  slmilar success attained
since the German drive, which started
on May 2 aganinst Prremysl, has
crossed into German soll nenr Warsaw
and the Lublin-Cholm line In southern
Poland.

The actual capture of Vilna, though
prodicted as Imminent since the fall
of Brest-Litovek several weoks ngo,
appears to have been accomplished at
last by a desperate rush of General
von Richliorn's forces, alded by a
simultaneous offensive by Generals
von BScholz and von Gallwitz and
Prince Leopold of Bavarias, congueror
of Warsaw,

The official announcement that the
Russians were routed completely at
the fall of the city leads to the as
sumption that though their losses in
men killed and wounded were great,
no body of troops was surrounded and
captured.

DUMBA PROTESTS HIS RECALL

Austrian Ambassador In Letter to
Lansing Says Actlon Ils Unjust—
Sought to Aid Mis Paople.

New York, Sept. 21.—Doctor Dumba,
Austro-Hungarian ambassador, has ad-
dressed to Secretary of State Langing
a letter protesting the request for
his recall as unjust,

The letter is devoted mainly to a de-
fenae of the ambassador's plan to find
other work for the nationala of his
government employed In American
munition plants

Except to say that he takes excep.
tion to Mr, Lansing's charge that he
confessed Lo having conspired to bring
about strikes In American munition
works, the ambassador makes no ref- |
arence to the intercepted letter to the
Austro-Hungarian minister for foreign
affairs, upen which the raquest for his
recall was based.
